Republicans Armed With

Cork, Feb. 15.—Five male passengers 


and one woman passenger and two mem 
bers of the Irish Republican army were 
killed today when a passenger train 
carrying troops was ambushed near 
Kinsale by Republican forces armed 
with bombs and rifles. Six soldiers, two 
railway officials and two women pas- 
sengers were seriously wounded and 
several others slightly wounded. 


The train contained 40 soldiers, who 


replied to the fire of the ambushing 
force and a fierce battle followed. 
A 


relief train with the dead reached Cork 
this afternoon. 


Belfast, Feb. 15.—A passenger train 
carrying troops from Cork to Skibbereen 
is reported to have been ambushed be- 
tween Uallinhassig and Kinsale by Sinn 
Feiners armed with bombs and rifles. 
It is believed there were many asual- 
ties on both sides.

Cleveland. Feb. 15.—A total of 11 wit- 


nesses for the defense in the second 
degree murder trial of Judge William 
H. McCJannon took the stand during; the 
morning session giving testimony tend- 
ing to break down the states contention 
that Judge Me!!unnon was present when 
Harold C. Kajjy was fatally shot on the 
morning of .M:»j. 


Shortly after court opened this morn- 


ing word reached 
County 
Piosecutor 
Stan ton that A. J. Jjabilus of Bradley. 
Ohio, who claims to have been kidnap- 
ped while enroute 
to 
Cleveland last 
Thursday becau.se "he knew the motive" 
for the Kaey killing had disappeared 
again. 
Dabilus told his version of the 
murder to the prosecutor two weeks 
ago, but Stanton declares his aides were 
unable to verify any of the 
details. 


Stanton asserts he bent word to Dabilus 
at his home in Bradley to report at the 
prosecutors office here, not because he 
wanted to use him as a witness but be- 
cau--e he wanted to so over his story 
again. 


County Prosecutor KUward C. Stan- 


ton was undecided early today what 
action would be fiken concerning the 
alleged kidnapping of A. J. B-ibilus of 
Bradley. O., who had 
volunteered to 


testify for the state 
in the trial of 
Judge McGannon. 


After the state had rested its case 
yesterday Stanton received a telegram 
from Babilus at Connellsville, Pa., that 
he had been kidnapped Thursday as he 
was starting for Cleveland from Brad- 
ley. 
The prosecutor refused to say 


whether he had intended to use Babi- 
lus as a witness. He declared he had 
checked up the details*of a story told 
by Babilus two weeks ago. and wired 
him Tuesday to come to Cleveland. A 
reply was 
received 
stating 
Babilus 


would arrive 
here 
Friday. Nothing 


more was heard from him until yes- 
terday when Stanton received the fol- 
lowing telegram: 
. "Was 
kidnapped 
Thursday 
night 


from Dillonvale and brought near Con- 
nells\ ille. 
Have 
no money. 
If you 


want me to testify in case wire money 
immediately 
care 
of chief of police. 
Rush answer." 


Stanton learned from the Connells- 


ville police last night that JGubilus told 
them he was enroute from Bradley to 
Dillonvale, the nearest railroad station 
on Thursday night when he was seized 
by three, men, thrown into a taxicab 
and bound and gagged. 
After riding 


several hours he was transferred to 
another machine in which he rode for 
two days. On Saturday he was thrown 
from the machine at Dawson, Pa., near 
Connelsville, after the men had taken 
$G7 in cash from him, he said. 


"If you ever return to Cleveland we 


will kill you," 
Babilus 
said he was 


warned and had feared to report the 
matter until yesterday.

STATE ENJOINED 


BY U. S, COURT 
IN RATE MATTER 


Dismisses Suit Filed By Illi- 


nois Attorney General to 
Set Aside Orders of Com- 
merce Commission. 


Chicago, Feb. 15.—The state of Illi- 


nois has been enjoined by the United 
States district court from interfering 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion order establishing increased freight 
and passenger rates on railroad oper- 
ating within the state. 
The decision, 


given, late 'yesterday, 
was 
not an- 
nounced until today. 


The court dismissed all suits filed by 


the attorney general of Illinois to have 
set aside the order of the interstate 
commerce commission and in effect up- 
held the right of the federal body to 
fix state rates where it was shown that 
such rates constituted, a discrimination 
against those established for interstate 
commence,. 


The decision will allow the roads to 


put into effect an increase of 40 per 
cent in freight rates and to raise pas- 
senger rates in the state to'3.6 cents a 
mile. 
DIVORCE DECREE 
NOT ENTERED, MAN 


NOW HAS 2 WIVES 


Supreme Court Consents to 


Make Effort to Straight- 
en Out Tangle In Marital 
Relations of Ohioan. 


Columbus, Feb. 13.—Whether a man 


or woman has a right to remarry after 
the court has announced that decree 
of divorce is granted but before the 
entry is made upon the court records is 
to be passed upon by the state supreme 
court in a case coming up from Cin- 
cinnati. 


Th interested parties are George Viv- 


ian Smith, now a resident of Cleveland, 
where he is living with his second wife, 
and il.irguerite E. W. Smith, his for- 
mer wife. 


The first Mrs. Smith brought suit for 


divorce in the Cincinnati insolvency 
.court on the ground of infidelity. Judge 
Hoffman heard the case and on March 
20, 1920, announced that he had granted 
the decree but did not put on an entry 
to that effect. Smith read in the news- 
papers that his wife had been granted 
a divorce and on this information re- 
married on March 21th. 
Later the first 
wife 
filed a motion 
asking that the divorce be dismissed 
in as much as no final entry yet had 
been made. This motion was granted 
in June, withdrawing the suit and leav- 
ing Smith in the position of-having two 
wives. 


Smith, then with two wives on his 
hands entered the courts to compel 
Judge Hoffman to make a formal entry 
certifying that divorce decree had been 
ntered separating him from his first 
wife. The court of appeals held against 
Smith. 
The supreme court today de- 


cided to hear the case by ordering the 
appellate court to certify its records 
in the case.

Sinn Feiners rest their case. They say 
that endorsement must stand. 


There is a considerable section of 


the populace, however, who believe the 
time has arrived for a fresh consulta- 
tion of the people—that a new oppor- 
tunity should be given for expression 
of the popular will. The suggestion is 
made that a formal referendum should 
be taken as to whether the people still 
adhere to the uncompromising Repub- 
lican policy, or are willing to give the 
new home rule act a trial.v 


Sir Edward Carson, for Ulster, has 
accepted, but Sinn Fein ras refused the 
act.

English Monarch Ln Speech 


Fronv Throne Discusses 


Irish Problem.

Says Irish Home Rule Act

London, Fob. 13.—Violence will not 


solve the Irish problem, King George 
declared today in his speech from the 
throne to the two houses of parliament 
in formally opening the session. 
One 


of the outstanding 
sec-lions of his ad- 


dress referred 
to Ireland, the 
king 


saying 


"The situation in Ireland still causes 


me distress. A misguided section of the 
Irish people persists, in resorting to 
methods of criminal violence with the 
object, of establishing an independent 
republic. 


"Neither Irish unity nor Irish self- 


government can 
be attained by this 


means." 


The king's speech 
was brief, 
but 


touched on numerous vital questions 
confronting the government. At the out- 
set it referred to the coming confer- 
ences to be held in London and 
at- 


tended by the representatives of allied 
nations. Germany and Turkey. 


'•I earnestly trust," said King George, 


"that by this means further progress 
may be made 
in 
giving 
effect 
to 


treaties of peace in re-establishing con- 
cord in Europe and restoring tranquil- 
ity in the Near Kast." 
, King George expressed himself as 
favorably disposed toward a commer- 
cial 
treaty 
with 
Soviet 
Russia, 


saying: . 
"it is my hope that negotiations for 


a trade agreement with Russia may 
also be brought to a successful conclu- 
sion." 


In discussing the Irish question, the 


king said: 


"Arrangements 
for 
bringing 
into 


force the government's Irish act are 
now well advanced, and I earnestly 
trust thnt in the nar future, the ma- 
jority of the people will show their de- 
termination to repudiate violence and 
give effect to an act which confers up- 
on them responsibilities of self-govern- 
ment and provides machinery by which 
they can attain Irish unity by consti- 
tutional means."

has an area of 2,553 square miles and

had a population of 303,181.

He must act 


in accordance with the sentiment of his 
organization. 
He is not authorized to 


negotiate peace on any such terms as 
have been offered, and if he did, he 
would be

N 1920 the United State* produced 
a billion and a half bushels of oat*. 
They were mostly raised in a hap- 


hazard "sort of way. Oate aeem to be 
the stepchild among grains. 


There is very little attention paid to 


seed oats, although there is no other 
si-op which responds BO readily to in- 
telligent selection and treatment. 


The smut tax, if it were levied direct 


by the government, would rajse a tre- 
mendous howl and yet it cair be read- 
ily avoided. 
'Yield being the first consideration, 
it would pay well to observe a few fun- 
damentals. Careful experiments have 
proven conclusively that the formalde- 
hyde treatment of the seed for smut 
frequently increases the yield more 
than would be naturally expected from 
simply replacing the smutted heads 
with sound ones. This is probably due 
to the fact that the grain is affected by 
other seed-borne parasites which are as 
effectually checked as smut, adding to 
the general health of the grain. 


The eradication of smut would prob- 


ably add from 10 to 25 per cent to the 
yield, which in oat§ would mean the 
difference between profit and loss. 


The loose and covered smuts of oats 


differ somewhat in appearance as the , 
names would indicate. Louse smut of 
oats IB quite conspicuous hut is mostly 
scattered by wind and rain at harvest 
time. This being the case, the closed 
smut is the most dangerous. Many 
farmers will insist that they have no 
smut at all but there is seldom a field 
totally free unless the seed has been 
treated with formaldehyde. Both of 
the smuts of oats are preventable by 
formaldehyde treatment, since in both 
the spores in the seed oats, winch servs 
to carry the disease over trora one crop 
to another may be killed without injur- 
ing the seed.

bushels which are annually lost would 
seem to be fully as important as any 
marketing scheme and farm bureaus 
ought to make a concerted effort to 
eradicate ?mut.
